Fatigue IB largely a state of mind. 


Physical exhaustion is decidedly a becond- 
ary reason. Dr. Evans, distinguished med- 
ical man, makes this claim in a speech to 
the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 


He has sonic ideas that will enable 


many people to get more work accom- 
plished without "minding It." 


The physical or bodily phase of fa- 


ligue, says Dr. Evans, is caubed by accumu- 
lation of lactic acid In the muscles. 


This chemical is what makes stiffness 


felt after the exercise of untrained mus- 
cle*. 


Use of trained muscles is not followed 


by stiffness, because the (mined muscle 
has better circulation of the blood thru 
It. This brings more oxygen to the mus- 
cles, and the lactic acid is removed by oxi- 
dation. Tliat is to say, the lactic acid 
combines with the oxygen and is carried 
away, the same as iron combines with the 
oxygen of air and produces rust. 


You'\e had the experience of doing 


\vork you're not accustomed to—such as 
rowing a boat or chopping wood on vaca- 
tion. Next day your muscles are 
filled 


with lactic acid and feel stiff. Keep tip the 
hard work and soon your muscles arc not 
stiff and aching the next day. Your blood 
has gotten in the habit of circulating thru 
the muscles, formerly dormant or not used, 
and the lactic arid is oxidized and elimin- 
ated.

Lack of interest gives ua a tired feel- 


ing even before we start a disagreeable or 
uninviting task. If we grit our teeth and 
plunge Into It, we find that the moutal 
weariness 
vanishes. 
Interest 
awakens. 


Desire to finish—the urge to accomplish 
victory—spurs us on. 


Unfortunately, monotony is the lead- 


ing cause of fatigue. 
Mother gets weary 


of cooking food and washing dishes. 
It 


Isn't so much the actual work of the thing, 
for more laborious tasks tire her less. It's 
the -eternal sameness and unending repe- 
tition that v/orry her. 
The monotony is 


cheerfully forgotten when, father rcincin- 
bera that she's a girl at heart—his old-time 
sweetheart, enjoying &ho\vs or dances as 
much as ever. 


Monotonous work usually is in n mon- 


otonous environment. 


No one is ever as tired as IIP thinks 


he Is.

Kven when life Is most unpleasant, you 


have more pleasure than, unhappiness. 
You don't believe it? 
Then you have a 


bone to pick -with Professor J. C. Flugel, 
senior lecturer in philosophy and psychol- 
ogy in University College, London. 


Flugel got the notion that pleasure al- 


ways outbalances displeasure. To prove it, 
he had nine men live "an unpleasant life" 
for a month. They jotted down, in their 
note books, every feeling they experienced. 


Averaging the scores, Flugel found that, 


out of every 100 feelings or emotions ex- 
perienced by liis investigators, 
'58 were 


pleasant and only 32 unpleasant. 


Tlie gloomiest man of the crowd was 


amazed to learn, when lie finally checket 
up, that lie had been happy 4(5 per cent ol 
the time, unhappy 'M per cent, and "on the 
fence" the rest of his month. 


Examining the note book records, Pio- 


fessor Flugel fouud that there are 22 main 
causes of pleasure and 24 causes for dis- 
pleasure. 
Many are not as important as 


we imagine at the time.

Food produces a pleasurable feeling 


amounting to less than 6 per cent of a per- 
son's total emotions, "tender emotion" less 
than 1 per cent, "companionship and so- 
ciety" only a quarter of 1 per cent of the 
total. 


Fatigue, it was'learned, is responsible 


for less than 4 per cent of all emotions, 
borrow 1 per cent, embarrassment a half 
of 1 per cent. 


One trouble with compiling these sta- 


tistics of emotions is that a thing may 
cause pleasure on one occasion and dis- 
pleasure on another. For example: The 
fragrant odors of a well-cooked dinner are 
liighly pleasing to a hungry man. But the 
reaction is apt to be the opposite if the 
same man has just gorged himself on the 
same food. 


Nothing is quite os enticing as the 


thing we can't have. 


In fact, according to another author- 


ity, Professor J. W. Badges, it is only when 
instinct is thwarted that emotion devel- 
ops. 


But the "figgers" seem to sh*w that 


there's more pleasure than pain In the 
world, even 
when life Is not 
running 


smoothly. A good thing to remember when 
we're blur. 
And, too, we couldn't ex- 


perience pleasant emotions to serve a« con- 
trast. 


Joy and pain—physical. Mental

emotional—are matters of contrast.
